Cafeterias i in some Wilmington schools will stop serving peanut butter soon, but do 
new policies go far enough to keep students with severe allergies safe in school?

WILMINGTON - Imagine, 
for a second, that. you are 
the parent of a child with a 
life-threatening peanut 
allergy. Ingestion, contact, 
or simple inhalation could 
cause an anaphylactic reac- 
tion. For your child, touch- 
ing a doorknob, a keyboard, 
or anything with just a bit of 
peanut butter on it could - if 
then wiped on the eyes, 
mouth, or nose - set a night- 
mare in motion. 

A group of parents are 
voicing concerns for the 
safety of their children with 
life-threatening allergies 
and their campaign for 
awareness is prompting pol- 
icy changes across the dis- 
trict.

Jeni Cameron, mother of a 
second grade student with a 
life-threatening food allergy 
says cross-contamination is 
a parents’ biggest concern. 
She praises the work of 
teachers and staff who 
maintain a nut-free class- 
room, however once stu- 
dents with severe allergies 
leave those protected rooms, 
it is challenging to safe- 
guard exposure. 

“What we need is nut-free 
learning areas. All class- 
rooms, library, computer 
labs, art rooms. All children 
need to wash their hands 
after eating to prevent 
cross-contamination for all 
children with allergies, and 
teachers too of course,” said 
Cameron. “If there are 
going to be any nuts, contain 


them to the cafeteria.” 
Parents say if nut products 


were not brought into 
school, teachers could spend 
less time on checking 


snacks (in the youngest 
grades), wiping down sur- 
faces, and so forth. 

The constant vigilance 
even the youngest children 
must exhibit is distracting, 
say parents. Students with 
severe allergies are some- 
times afraid to play at 
recess after meals if they 
know other students have 
eaten peanut butter then 
touched the play equipment. 

“Classrooms in the 
Wilmington schools are not 
peanut or tree nut safe 
unless you request them to 
be. Keeping all of our class- 
rooms peanut and tree nut 
safe will keep all of our chil- 
dren with these allergies 


free from the worries of, 
cross-contamination, espe- 
cially as they get into higher 
grades, as they are switch- 
ing back-and-forth from 
classrooms for different sub- 
jects,” said Joy Velozo, mom 
of a nine-year-old in fourth 
grade. 

“Right now when my son 
does switch, each teacher 
has to wipe down his seating 
area before he gets there to 
make sure that there is noth- 
ing left behind that will hurt 
him. In some classes, such 
as art, he even has his own 
supplies to be sure that no 
one has touched them. 
Keeping our classrooms 
(nut free] is not only a safe- 
ty precaution for our chil- 
dren but it will definitely 
save time, worry and energy

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Death penalty 
sought for 
bombing suspect

BOSTON/WILMINGTON - 
Last Thursday United States 
Attorney General Eric H. 


Holder, Jr. authorized the 


government to seek the 
death penalty in the case of 
United States v. Dzhokhar 
A. Tsarnaev. The authoriza- 
tion comes despite the 
Commonwealth’s lack of a 
death penalty in state cases. 
Interestingly, many who 
have voted or campaigned 
against the death penalty 
have come out in support of 
Holder’s decision in ‘this 
case. 

In a statement to the press, 
U.S. ATTORNEY CARMEN 
M. ORTIZ said, “We support 
this decision and the trial 
team is prepared to move 
forward with the prosecu- 
tion.” 

In the Federal complaint 
filed with the Court 
Thursday afternoon, prose- 
cutors state that they will 
seek the death penalty for 
convictions on 17 counts 
including “Conspiracy to 
Use A Weapon of Mass 
Destruction Resulting in 
Death; Use of A Weapon of 
Mass Destruction Resulting 
in Death; Possession and 
Use of a Firearm During 
and in Relation to a Crime of 
Violence Resulting in Death; 
Conspiracy to Bomb a Place 
of Public Use Resulting in 
Death; Bombing of a Place 
of Public Use Resulting in 
Death; and Malicious 
Destruction of Property 


Resulting in Personal Injury 
and Death, all of which 
carry a possible sentence of 
death.” 

Aggravating factors that 
prosecutors cite as justifi¢a- 
tion for the death penalty-in 
the result of a conviction 
include causing death; grave 
risk of death to additional 
persons; heinous, cruel and 
depraved manner of com- 
mitting the offense; substan- 
tial planning and premedita- 
tion; multiple killings; -vul- 
nerable victim (Martin 
Richard due to his youth). 

Non-statutory aggravating 
factors included in the filing 
included ‘Betrayal of the 
United States’, encourage- 
ment of others to commit 
acts of violence and terror- 
ism, victim impact, selec- 
tion of site for acts of terror- 
ism, lack of remorse, status 
of victim, and participation 
in additional uncharged 
crimes of violence. 

MIT Police Officer, ‘and 
Wilmington native, Sean 
Collier was singled out in 
the document under several 
factors, but particularly in 
the status of victim matter 
affecting counts one, six, 
sixteen, seventeen, and 
eighteen, due to the fact that 
he was a law enforcement 
officer engaged in the per- 
formance of official duties 
at the time he was killed. 

The case will now continue 
to proceed through the pre- 
trial process and the. next 
scheduled court event is a

RMLD votes to increase 
rates by 4.5 percent 


Reading Municipal Light

WILMINGTON - If you’re looking to stay local on 
Valentine’s Day, the Wilmington Memorial Library offers 
entertainment through their After Hours Concert Series. 

Adults age 21 and up can relax with a complimentary glass 
of wine and dessert while enjoying original improvisations 
by Medford-based jazz vocalist Claire Dickson. 

Inspired by jazz greats Sarah Vaughan, Ella Fitzgerald, 
Betty Carter, and Esperanza Spaulding, the 16-year-old jazz 
vocalist has been lauded by music critics for her maturity 
and artistic talent. She released her first solo album, 
Scattin’ Doll, by the age of 13. JazzTimes music reviewer 
Wilbert Sostre said Dickson demonstrates a maturity well 
beyond her years. “It is simply amazing, Dickson’s melody 
and improvisation sense at such a young age.” 

British music reviewer John Peters said Dickson’s self- 
assured performances seem downright incredible for some- 
one who started at such a young age. “And yes, she can scat 
sing with a frightening intensity that could rival Ella in the 
future.” 

A songstress from an early age, Dickson’s first public per- 
formance was at the age of three in Harvard Square’s Club 
Passim. By age five, she was the warm-up act for the leg- 
endary von Trapp singers. “I enjoyed playing onstage at 
that age,” Dickson told the Crier. “And I got to play the 
kazoo.” : 

Dickson fell in love with jazz at age 11 when her father 
played Ella Fitzgerald on the family MP3 player, and a year 
later she began singing the same songs that inspired her, in 
addition to other genres such as Bebop, Latin and the blues. 

Now 16, Dickson has developed her own scat style, con- 
stantly finding new approaches to the music she sings. 
“Improvisation is what I like most about jazz,” she said. 

She is a six-time Student Music Award winner from 
Downbeat Jazz, Blues, and Beyond Magazine. In 2012-2013 
she won two categories - Vocal Jazz Soloist and Blues/Pop

Foundation Finalist and attended Grammy Award winner 
Terri Lyne Carrington’s Summer Jazz Workshop at we 
Berklee College of Music on full scholarship. 

Dickson stays active in the Boston jazz community, per- 
forming, blogging about jazz on WBUR’s “The Artery”, - 
serving as newsletter editor for JazzBoston, and deejaying 
the summer jazz show on WMFO 91.5 FM in Medford. 

Five-time Grammy nominee Tierney Sutton was wow i by 
Dickson at a master class, recorded for a story on NPR’s 
“Here & Now,” which reported that “Claire’s poise, chops 
and avant-garde stylings left Tierney Sutton beside herself.” 

After a performance in Cambridge, pianist and New 
England Conservatory faculty member, Ran Blake invited 
Dickson to perform in a concert he Bypduced at NEC’s 
Jordan Hall. 

Dickson’s love for music runs in the family. Her mother i is 
a singer, younger sister is a violinist, older sister is a singer- 
songwriter, and older brother is a professional musician. 
“Everyone does something around here,” said father Glenn 
Dickson, clarinetist and bandleader for the internationally 
renowned Klezmer band Shirim and avant-Klezmer band 
Naftule's Dream, which features Eastern European Jewish 
folk music. 

“I’m just happy that she enjoys it,” the professional musi- 
cian said of his daughter’s passion for jazz. “I’ve always 
tried not to interfere too much. It’s important to me that 
she performs because she wants to, not because I want_her 
to.”

“They’re [WPS] consistent 
with policies that other dis- 
tricts have established,” said 
Millett, adding that the dis- 
trict offers appropriate 
training for staff. 

Part of the guidelines for 
districts include establishing 
policies and procedures and 
working collaboratively with 
appropriate administrators 
(usually nurse and food 
service director) as well as 
classroom teachers, princi- 
pals, and other appropriate 
staff within the district.

Bonish also added that

Policy Changes 
As a result of the subcom- 
;Mittee’s work, following 


; February vacation, the dis- 
‘ trict. will implement multi- 
‘ple policy and curriculum 
‘changes, including utilizing 
‘an online program to edu- 
‘cate all parents about life- 
: threatening allergies and 
-extending the peanut-safe 
.lunches (i.e., not serving 
peanut butter and jelly or

‘wiches in cafeterias) from 
‘ the early education program 
‘through grade 5. Other pre- 
“cautions include encourag- 
+ ing students to wash hands

children's actions at school. 
I feel the changes we made 
go a long way with this 


issue, and we will revisit this 


again next year after having 
it in place. The bottom line 
is that we want to keep chil- 
dren safe.” 

Parent Jeni Cameron dis- 
putes the notion of a false 
sense of security. “A false 
sense of security is not the 
same thing as no sense of 
security,” she said. “If you 
could choose to be safe from 
a life-threatening reaction 
90% of the time as opposed 
to 0% of the time, what 
would you choose? Avoiding 
allergens is the only way to 
keep allergic children com- 
pletely safe. The false sense 
of security comes into play 
when there is no back-up 
plan for when the rules are 
broken.” 

“I think education is key,” 
said Superintendent Joanne 
Benton. “We need to do a 
better job of transitions 
between grades 3-6 and com- 
municate with parents. The 
piece we need to address is 
the bullying. We will be 
incorporating life-threaten- 
ing allergies into our anti- 
bullying curriculum, 
explaining to students that 
we are all different and 
unique and celebrate that 
and not tease people.” 

“When students get to mid- 
dle school age and high 
school age they start mak- 
ing lots of choices for them- 
selves,” said Food Service 
Administrator Mary Palen. 
“This is when they need to 
be aware what is around 
them. In the middle school 
and the high school they 
have to make good choices. 
We felt that was a better 
Way.” * 


The State's Pont Of View 


Kathleen Millett, 
Executive Director for the 
Office of Nutrition Health 
and Safety Programs for the 
DESE, told the Town Crier 
that her office received an 
inquiry into the process and 
procedures at Wilmington 


that wish to participate in 
revising the DESE guidance 
are encouraged to contact 
Millett through the depart- 
ment’s website. 


Some other districts in 
Massachusetts see it a 
little differently. 


- Some other towns are 


incorporating an Allergy 
Aware philosophy, where 
peanuts and tree nuts are 
not outright banned, but 
parents are asked not to 
send in peanut products to 
school in lunches or snacks 
and schools don’t serve 
them. According to an arti- 
cle in Springfield’s “The 
Republican” newspaper last 
October, Martha Barrett, 
Superintendent of the 
Frontier Regional and 
Union 38 School districts in 
Franklin County said, “The 
thing that impressed me is 
that our students looked out 
for each other. They’d say, 
‘No you can’t bring a PB&J 
to this school’ And now it’s 
become a habit, although we 
have to remind new students 
and new parents every 
year,” Barrett said. “But we 
have kids with aitborne, 
ingestion and contact aller- 
gies, and if we can prevent 
something terrible happen- 
ing to one of them, why 
wouldn’t we?” 

In the Hampshire Regional 
School District its life- 
threatening food allergy pol- 
icy bans the sale and service 
of foods with peanuts or tree 
nuts. In an effort to keep all 
children safe in schools, the 
district policy also says “we 
strongly encourage families 
to not send foods or items 
that contain peanuts or tree 
nuts to school with their 
children. The cafeteria is 
peanut-safe, as well as all 
middle school classrooms.”

Budget 
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“enhance [Wilmington’s] 
financial planning capabili- 
ties, reduce risk, and improve 
efficiency of operations.” 

As such, he proposed a 
$94,249,393 budget with 
$92,978,748 in operating and 
warrant article expenditures 
and $2,269,645 in capital proj- 
ects. 

State revenues (aka local 
aid), according to Hull, will 
essentially be level funded. He 
also said that decreases in 
local aid are undermining 
Proposition Two-and-a-Half. 

The revenue breakdown in 
Wilmington is comprised of 
seventy-four percent from the 
property tax levy, fourteen 
percent is from receipts and 
fees, and twelve percent is 
from local aid. 

“Local aid has been a dimin- 
ishing portion of the revenue 
stream over the past few 
years,” Hull said. 

In Wilmington, the average 
residential home costs 
$358,277, a three percent 
increase over FY 2013. 
Residents pay fifty-seven per- 
cent of the tax burden. 

Overall, the budget repre- 
sents a 2.89 percent increase 
in spending. Fifteen of the 
thirty-three operating 
accounts were held to increas- 
es of two percent or less over 
the prior years, he said. 

Hull said that the town 
spends forty-one percent of its 
budget on education, twenty- 
eight percent on shared and 
statutory, ten percent on pub- 
lic safety, six percent on DPW, 
five percent on public build- 
ings, four percent on both 
warrant and capital and gen- 
eral government, and two per- 
cent on human services. 

“Education is the major 
expenditure of town govern- 
ment,” he said, noting that the 
forty-one percent also 
includes the town’s annual 


payments to Shawsheen Tech. 

FY 2015 will include a 3.5 
percent increase the School 
Department operating budg- 
et, Hull said. 

The development of a new 
high school has been one of 
Wilmington’s major projects. 
It will be finished in February 
of 2015. 

“We’re very anxious to see 
the completion of this proj- 
ect,” he said. 

Hull said that there has been 
“significant turnover” in the 
Fire Department. 

“We’re seeing a wave of 
retirements,” he said. Right 
now, five of the forty positions 
are unfilled. In addition, Chief 
Ed Bradbury, who has worked 
in Wilmington for about forty 
two years, will retire on June 
1. 

Hull said he’d like to see in 
increase in the Fire overtime 
account of $550,000, which 
would, according to the pres- 
entation, bring the total budg- 
et to $800,000. 

He called this “more realis- 
tic.” 

He said that, in their search 
for new personnel, they’re 
making sure to find EMT- 
trained individuals.- They’re 
also developing a “farm list,” 
which “they can consult, 
instead of opening up a search 
for new positions. 

Hull said that “based on the 
growing complexity of the 
needs of returning and aging 
veterans,” he’s included 
“funding for an additional 10 
hours per week of clerical sup- 
port” for Veterans’ Services. 

He’d also like to see $15,000 
set aside for a smaller Fourth 
of July celebration, an event 
which he identified as one of 
the “core elements of 
Wilmington.” 

“I’m still committed to put- 
ting together some kind of 
program,” he said.

Hull said Wilmington should 
also study its facilities, mahy 
of which are older. He asked 
for $150,000 in funding. >» 

In FY 2015, the total fuinds 
for the capital improvenjent 
plan will be $2,366,645. It ‘will 
hit $5,663,818 in 2016, drop 
down to $4,582,192 in 2017, 
decrease to $3,412,900 in 2018, 
before reaching $9, 055, 303 in 
2019. 

At the end of the meet. 
Hull thanked Superintendent 
Joanne Benton and Chief 
Bradbury for their service, 
calling both of them leaders. 
He also said he could not Have 
put together the budget with- 
out the help of multiple people 
office, including 
Assistant Town sans. ag 
Kendra Amaral.

do this in Wilmington? We’re 
known for being a tight-knit 
community; a community 
that is family-focused. We’re 
not just a collection of individ- 
uals, we are a community. So 
I wrote to the Brockton proj- 
ect and asked if we could start 
this in Wilmington. 

Q: What happened next? 

A: They were happy that 
someone else wanted to start 
this in their town. All I had to 
do was start a Facebook page 
and change the location on 
the business cards to “Love is 
Here Wilmington.” : 

Q: Explain how this works. 

A: The idea was to grow this 
over social media. It starts 
with one anonymous act of 
kindness and a business card 
left behind with the heart logo 
and “Love is Here 
Wilmington.” On the back of 


the card it explains this is a ~ 


movement of kindness - 
“Take it in and pass it on.” 
The Facebook address is also 
on the back of the card. The 
idea is that person would go to 
the Facebook page, like the 
page so their friends would 
find out about it, and request 
some “Love is Here 
Wilmington” cards to carry 
out their own acts of kindness. 
We would then mail them a 
few business cards and from 
there the cycle would contin- 
ue. 

Q: How long have you been 
working on this project? 

A: We started in August 2013 
with only two of us doing this 
around town. Without promo- 
tion or advertising, it snow- 
balled. It was purely organic 
growth. 

Q: What were some of your 
anonymous acts of kindness? 


A: Leaving flowers on 
someone’s door step and 
scratch tickets on random 
cars in parking lots. It was so 
much fun! 

Q: Is there a favorite act of 
kindness that stands out? 

A: We heard there were nine 
Marines coming home last 
Thanksgiving (one Marine 
was bringing eight friends 
home with him.) We put out a 
call for baked goods. We col- 
lected them at a volunteer’s 
house and the goods were 
delivered to the Marines. 

Q: Has the movement 
caught on? What are others 


doing as random acts of kind- 
ness? 
A: Yes! A lot of people 


responded that they couldn’t 
wait to get their kids involved. 
They were looking to teach 
their kids how to serve others 
without expecting anything in 
return. We’ve received 
responses on our Facebook 
page from people who had 
their coffee paid for by the 
person ahead of them in the 
drive-through. Someone left a 
dollar taped to a vending 
machine. Someone else paid 
for two kids meals at the 99 
Restaurant in Wilmington. 
Someone delivered poinset- 
tias to six different residences 
before the holidays. One of 
our random kindness givers 
had pizza delivered to the 
Wilmington Fire Department. 
And a lot of people have a 
strong interest in doing things 
for Veterans. 

Q: Have you received any 
skepticism about this? 

A: Only one person asked if 
it was really okay to give us 
their mailing address to 
receive the business cards. 
We only use the address to 
forward the business cards, 


oe 


not for any other purpose. 
But that’s the whole point_-of 
this movement. There are 
people out there who are just 
doing good things with ho 
ulterior motives or desire ‘to 
be recognized. I think that 
people are just inundated with 
bad news every day and the 
goal is to highlight how many 
good people there really are 
out there. 

Q: How is this being 
financed? 

A: We pay for everything 
ourselves. It’s not a ton of 
work right now. Both of us are 
holding full time jobs. We’ve 
spent less than $100 on 
envelopes and stamps to get it 
going. We are looking for.a 
business in Wilmington to be 
a place of contact -it would be 
great to leave our cards there 
(instead of mailing them) for 
anyone to pick up. 


Q: How can someone gpd 
ipate? 

A: If someone wants to par- 
ticipate, they write to us on 
the “Love Is Here 
Wilmington” page and 
request business cards for 
themselves. 

Q: How long do you expect 
this to go on? 

A: I will do this for however 
long this naturally goes. 
We’ve sent out envelopes to 
100 people with three cards 
each. That’s 300 acts of kind- 
ness in one small town. We 
are curious: are those people 
then going to come back? 
Will those who requested 
ecards then request more? 
There is no goal. We’ll just see 
where the momentum takes 
this!

Although he has a long and 
impressive resumé in the 
shot put, Wilmington High 
School senior Eli Jennings 
realizes that the sky is the 
limit when it comes to reach- 
ing his full potential in the 
event.

First in a long series 


A decade look into the job of AD Ed Harrison

' Jamie Pote sat down with 
Wilmington High School 
Athletic Director Ed 
Harrison for an extensive 
interview spanning his 
career. The series will last 
for a month or so. Part one, 
below, addresses Harrison 
and his tenure as athletic 
director.

Ed Harrison was named 
the Wilmington High School 
Athletic Director in June 
2003, taking the helm for the 
then-retired Jim Gillis on 
January 2nd, 2004. Harrison 
became the school’s fourth 
athletic director following 
Larry Cushing, Sr, Jim 
Martin - who held the job 
for six months —~ and then 
Gillis. Former high school 
principal Eddie Woods and 
former Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Geraldine 
O’Donnell appointed 
Harrison as the school’s 
part-time athletic director, 
while he was also asked to 
teach three physical educa- 
tion classes. 

Now ten years later, much 
has changed in Wilmington, 
for Harrison and his position 
of running the athletic 
department. It didn’t take 
him long before he was 
bumped up to a full-time 
position and no _ longer 
taught gym classes. Today 
he’s starting his llth year 
officially, while he oversees 
almost 50 athletic programs 
between freshmen, junior 
varsity and varsity pro- 
grams in a high school that 
has 938 students. 

“The first thing that comes 
to ‘mind when I think of Ed 
is ‘’loyalty’,” said former 
WHS Football Coach Bob 
Almeida. “Above all Ed is 
loyal to the great town of 
Wilmington, and is passion- 
ate about all Wildcat sports 
and the coaches and players 
who give their all to their 
programs. Ed is a great man 
of character and has sur- 
rounded himself with good 
coaches but even more 
importantly good people. 

“Wilmington teams have 
always demonstrated the 
highest sportsmanship on 
the playing fields and I think 
that is a direct reflection of 
the man in charge. Ed cares 
about the success of each 
and every program and I 
know this because of the 
support he and Jim Gillis 
gave me and my teams dur- 
ing my tenure as head foot- 
ball coach of WHS for twelve 
years.” 

Under Harrison’s watch, so 
many positive things have 
happened or are going to 
happen. First off, the athlet- 
_ ie department still does not 
ask its student-athletes to 
pay an athletic fee which is 
an: incredible accomplish- 
ment knowing that other 
towns do including Reading, 
which charges $215 per 
sport, per kid and 
Tewksbury, which charges 
$150. 

Secondly, under Harrison, 
the athletic department has 
changed leagues, going from 
the Cape Ann League to the 
Middlesex League which has 
been’a home run for every- 
one involved (more on the 
move in the next part of this 
series). On top of that, the

new high school is being 
built, with the final touches 
coming about 12 months 
from now. Also, the new ath- 
letic turf field was put down 
last fall, and again that has 
been a huge difference mak- 
ing things better for all of 
the student-athletes and ath- 
letic teams. 

As for athletic programs, 
at the time he took over 
girl’s hockey was a JV sport 
and has since been promot- 
ed to varsity. He added boys 
and girls lacrosse starting 
out as a club team and now 
both programs have varsity 
and junior varsity programs. 
Harrison inherited an athlet- 
ic program that had 11 varsi- 
ty male sports and 9 varsity 
female sports. Today there 
are 12 male and 11 female 
varsity athletic teams, not 
counting cheerleading, 
which is not sanctioned as a 
varsity sport by the MIAA. 
The odd number of male and 
female sports teams is due 
to gymnastics being dropped 
before Harrison took over. 

“J think one of Ed’s biggest 
accomplishments is the con- 
tinued growth of the athletic 
department,” said Kevin 
Welch, who serves as the 
department’s site manager. 
“The athletic department 
continues to try to find ways 
to increase the opportunities 
for Wilmington High School 
students to compete in ath- 
letics. Ed has overseen the 
addition of the lacrosse pro- 
gram and freshmen soccer. 
In a way this relates to my 
dealings with Ed when I was 
coaching (the girls’ tennis 
team). 

“Everyone in the athletic 
department wants to win, 
but Ed has always focused 
on getting the best out of our 
student athletes. I know this 
helped me a great deal as I 
developed my coaching 
style. If you spend too much 
time dwelling on wins and 
losses, you lose sight on the 
real reason we coach high 
school sports and that is to 
be a building block for the 
student’s high school experi- 
ence.” 


Blue and White 


Harrison has bled 
Wilmington blue and white 
his entire life. He graduated 
from WHS in 1969 after play- 
ing football for two WHS 
Hall of Fame Coaches, Fred 
Bellissimo in football and 
Joe Gilligan in baseball. 
From there Harrison attend- 
ed UMass-Amherst and 
graduated in 1973 with a 
health/physical education 
degree and a minor in biolo- 
gy. After that he got mar- 
ried, raised a family with his 
four children and lived here 
in town until five years ago 
when he and wife Dolly 
moved to Haverhill. 

Harrison is 62 years old 
and will turn 63 in March. 
This will be his 28th year 
employed with Wilmington 
High School (he took 12 
years off when many teach- 
ers were laid off), which 
before being named the AD, 
consisted of being a physical 
education teacher as well as 
a veteran coach. 

He was an assistant foot- 
ball coach from 1974 until 
1981 before he took over as 
the interim head coach in 
1982 for John Ritchie, who 
was ill. The following year 
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Harrison took over on a full- 
time basis and served until 
he resigned following the 
1993 season. He also served 
as the varsity softball coach 
for two years, the freshmen 
baseball coach for 11 years 
and JV baseball coach for 
one year. 

When Harrison took the 
job as part-time AD, he was 
asked about what he would 
bring to the table. 

“I bring someone that has 
the right attitude and some- 
one who is personable with- 
out an ego,” he said back in 
July of 2003. “I get along 
with everyone and I feel.as 
though living here in town 
all of my life knowing a lot 
of people will help me. I 
think I have a great rapport 
with a lot of people.” 

Indeed. All of what he said 
back then is certainly true. 
There’s no ego with 
Harrison. He does get along 
with everyone or tries to, 
and he’s as hard working as 
they come. The man puts in 
many hours both behind the 
desk and being at as many 
athletic events as humanly 
possible. He’s there for the 
kids, he’s there for the 
coaches, and he’s there if 
parents have questions, 
complaints and, yes, some- 
times compliments. 

“Mr. Harrison has done an 
outstanding job throughout 
his tenure as (Wilmington 


High School) Athletic 
Director,” said Mike 
Pimental, the longtime 


wrestling coach who took 
this season off for personal 
reasons. “He is truly 
‘Wilmington’ through and 
through. He puts all his 
heart-and-soul into being the 
best athletic director he can 
be, by showing how much he 
cares for all of his teams, 
coaches and most of all, his 
athletes. Mr. Harrison has 
an open door policy and is 
very approachable to offer 


any help or advice needed. . 


However, his greatest quali- 
ty is his unselfish generosi- 
ty of time. Mr. Harrison is 
at every home event and 
when possible he travels to 
most away events to show 
his support and love for the 
Wilmington teams.” 


Getting Things Done 

If you know Ed Harrison, 
you know he has a great per- 
sonality and a terrific sense 
of humor. He tosses light 
jokes at people, pokes fun of 
himself and likes to enjoy 
himself. He was asked about 
his ten-year tenure and if 
there’s anything that sticks 
out for him - one thing that 
he’s most proud of? Of 
course he made a light joke 
with his response. 

“Proud of? I’m just happy 
that I make it to work every- 
day,” he said with a laugh. 

There are so many things 
Harrison should be proud of 
- he has done his job and 
then some. Certainly there 
have been bumps or small 
controversies along the way, 
but in the big picture he has 
a long list of accomplish- 
ments during his short 
tenure. Certainly his job 
isn’t easy either. He can’t 
possibly please everyone 
and he knows that. He’s up 
early everyday, arriving at 
WHS at 7:30 and, depending 
on the athletic season, he 
doesn’t return home some 
nights until 9 or so during 
the fall and spring, and then 
sometimes not until 10:30-11 
on winter nights. Long 
hours, dedication and humil- 
ity is what Ed Harrison is all 
about. 

He was asked how long he 
has left before he retires and 
the school’s fifth athletic 
director is named. 

“I’m definitely here for the 
new school,” he said. “It’s 
been a long time coming. I 
haven’t really thought about 
it but I’m thinking (staying) 
probably three more years. I 
still like what’s going on and 
there’s no reason why I 
would have to leave. I like 
what I do. I love doing this. I 
have great people that I 


work with. If Cheryl 
(Tavares) and Kevin 
(Welch) weren’t around, 


maybe I wouldn’t be. They 
have both been with me the 
whole time. I think we all 
work great together. We 
watch out for each other.” 


& 


Tavares, are in their 11th year together making up the WHS Athletic Director’s Office.,, . ; 


Tavares serves as 
Harrison’s secretary and 
both she and Welch are 
excellent. They help 
Harrison with organization 
from top to bottom. 

“A big part of this job is 
about making sure that all 
aspects of the game go off 
smoothly,” he said. “Having 
opponents as well as offi- 
cials on time and if not 
being able to notify our 
coaches so they can adjust.” 

Harrison said that he 
learned a lot about organiza- 
tion, communication, and 
overall teaching from the 
people who taught him 
about doing things the right 
way. 

“When I started this posi- 
tion I did not have a clear 
understanding of the day-to- 
day duties associated with 
being an athletic director,” 
explained Harrison. “Having 
coached three sports and 
head coach in two of them, I 
learned from some: great 
former coaches (like) Fred 
Bellissimo, John Ritchie and 
Joe Gilligan. Jim Gillis also 
played a vital role in my 
learning process. I was able 
to work side-by-side with 
Jim for my first six months. 
The time was invaluable. 

“The one trait that remains 
constant was -- be organized. 
“As a coach, dealing with 
high school student-athletes, 
being prepared is a MUST. 
The coach has to have the 
ability to keep kids engaged 
at all times. I consider 
myself lucky to have great 
mentors available as I began 
my career. 

“When you’re on the job 
and everything goes well, 
people think that you have it 
easy and that’s fine by me. 
There are also times when 
things don’t go as scheduled 
and you hear different com- 
ments but that’s the job.” 


No Added Fees 


Besides the new league, 
new turf field, new high 
school, and adding new 
sports added to the pro- 
gram, the one thing that 
sticks out or should stick out 
is the fact that there are no 
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Ed Harrison, right, along with his staff, site manager Kevin Welch and eae Phas! 
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athletic fees for student-ath- 
letes. A lot of that has to do 
with town politicans, but the 
athletic department is still 
responsible for finding ways 
to generate funds to keep 
programs going. 

“We try to raise as much 
money as we can,” he said. 
“We collect gate money for 
the fall and winter seasons.” 

At the time of his hire, the 
athletic department had a 
budget of $260,000 and 
today’s budget is $384,000. 
Over the course of a decade, 
the budget has significantly 
increased due to the addition 
of three athletic programs, 
the ongoing rate increase to 
rent out ice for the hockey 
teams and the fact that the 
cost of living in Wilmington 
is 79 percent higher than 
surrounding towns. 

A big portion of the 
$384,000 budget goes to the 
coaches of the 44 athletic 
programs, as well as trans- 
portation and hosting athlet- 
ic events. In 2009, WHS var- 
sity coaches were making 
either $4,261 or $2,570 
depending on the _ sport, 
which at that time ranked 
near the bottom of all of the 
Cape Ann League teams. In 
comparison, in 2010, 
Tewksbury paid its varsity 
coaches $5,661 or $3,498 
depending on the sport. 

With a big portion of the 
athletic department’s money 
going to coaching salaries, 
transportation, and paying 
for officials and contract 
services, Harrison and the 
entire athletic program has 
done a remarkable job find- 
ing income in various other 
ways. 

“We have the three-season 
athletic program books that 
raises money for the athletic 
department that was started 
by Jimmy Gillis,” said 
Harrison. “Our summer 
camps have been a big hit 
the last few years and con- 
tinue to help our overall pro- 
gram.” 

In addition to the program 
books, Harrison also made a 
point to put the team’s 
championship years and 
individual accomplishments

a huge help to Harrison: over 
the last decade. - . 

When Harrison got the job 
back in 2003 he said that he 
was going to seek help from 
many people, whether: it: be 
volunteers like Cushing: or 
get a lot of the high school 
teachers involved with 
sporting events.

I have learned -that 
things do not always turn 
out as you plan and you have 
to be ready when this hap- 
pens.

It may have taken 35 years, 
but it finally happened. 

Last Wednesday night, the 
Wilmington High School 
Wrestling team accom- 
plished something no previ- 
ous team has done since the 
program became a varsity 
sport back in 1979. 

The Wildcats pulled out an 
exciting 33-30 victory over 
Watertown which gave the 
Wildcats a share of the 
Middlesex League Division 2 
League championship title 
along with Burlington. 

. Both teams ended with 3-1

~ The Wildcat Wrestling pro- 
gram became a _ varsity 
sport in 1979 and it compet- 
ed in the Merrimack Valley 
Conference until the 1995-‘96 
season. During that span, 
no Wildcat team had ever 
had a winning record, nev- 
ermind win a league title. 


Then from 1996 to 2011 the’ 


program competed in the 
Cape Ann League and under 
the direction of then head 
coach Mike Pimental (who 
came on the year before), 
the program took off achiev- 
ing many firsts but never 
was able to win a league 
title. 

The Wildcats came close 
several times, including one 
match away from the title 
back in 2003. 

Before this season, 
Pimental decided to take a 
year off for personal rea- 
sons and Joel McKenna took 
over on an interim basis. He 
took over a team that had 
some experienced wrestlers 
back, but also had some 
newcomers who splurged 
onto the scene and piled up 
some victories. All of that 
meshed together to help the 
Wildcats achieve program 
history. 

“It’s really a humbling 
experience,” said McKenna. 
“The ways the kids carried 
this into their sights and 
have been working for this 
is just great - it was a run of 
tough matches against some 
quality league opponents. 
The kids knew they could 
accomplish the goal and 
they embraced it and 
worked very hard at it dur- 
ing practices.

“Mark always puts togeth- 
er a solid dual meet team 
and that is not easy to do,” 
Aylward said. “You have to 
be like a pied piper to get 
people involved and he has 
done it year in and year out.

ent, but they are one of the 
hardest working, and there- 
fore one of the most success- 


ful, as they are 20-3 on the 


season in dual meets, having 
captured their sixth straight 
CAC title as well as their 
sixth straight CAC league 
meet, which was held as 
part of Saturday’s voke 
meet. 


“T didn’t expect us to win 
like that, but this team has 
done things like that all 
year,” Donovan said.

Fencing Club’s demonstration brings out local fans

This past Saturday at the 
Wilmington Library, local 
residents were treated to a 
demonstration of the 
Olympic sport of fencing, 
courtesy of Wilmington- 
based Vivo Fencing Club’s 
owner Arpad Horvath and 
coach Fernando Nunez. 

Horvath began fencing in 

‘ Budapest, Hungary in 1989, 
and was a Hungarian 
National Team member for 
‘six years in. a.row..He won 
‘the Under-17 World 
Championship as well as the 
>Under-20 European 
Championship, and received 

.‘a. full scholarship from St. 
John’s University in New 


York. 

He went on to become a 
two-time individual NCAA 
men’s epee champion. 
Horvath has been coaching 
for nine years and has been 
in Wilmington since 2010. 

Nufiez joined Vivo Fencing 
Club in the fall 2013. He pre- 
viously fenced and coached 
with Vaho Iagorashvili and 
Penta Fencing Club. He has 
over eight years of fencing 
experience, having fenced in 
the area competitively as 
teenager. He is also a holder 
of two Karate black belts, a 
past coach of boxing and 
wrestling, as well as an 
active member of the US. 
Marine Corp Reserve. 

Horvath began the event 


by giving some history of 
the sport, which can be 
traced back to the 16th cen- 
tury. 

After discussing the three 
types of weapons (foil, epee, 
and sabre), and the basics of 
a fencing match, or “bout,” 
as it is known, attendees had 
a chance to handle an epee 
(the weapon taught at Vivo 
Fencing Club) and hold it by 
its pistol grip. 

Horvath also. passed 
around a fencing mask, and 
gave people a chance to try 
it on to see what it is like to 
peer through the mesh that 
covers the face. The specta- 
tors also had a chance to see 
and learn about the parts of 
a fencing uniform, and how 


it protects an athlete. 

To -finish off the event, 
Horvath and Nunez faced 
each other in a bout, so 
everyone could see what a 
very quick, very athletic 
sport fencing is. 

Attendee - Damian 
Rachdorf, 16 of Wilmington, 
and his sister Katrina, 12 
said their favorite part of 
the event was “the demon- 
stration at the end”; while 
Zach Thomas , .15 stated, 
“I’ve been wanting to find 
out about [fencing] for a 
while” so he thought this 
was the perfect opportunity 
to learn. more about the 
sport and about Vivo 
Fencing Club itself. 

Vivo Fencing’ Club current- 


ly has a range of fencers 
taking classes, from begin- 
ner up to elite fencers who 
compete around the globe. 
Many of their youth fencers 
are now competing at local 
and regional competitions 
and are getting to know 
other fencers in the area, in 
what the United States 
Fencing Association says is 
a rapidly growing sport. 

Of note is the fact that

When the United States Women's Hockey Team takes to the 
ice in the Sochi Olympics this month, North Reading native 
Alex Carpenter. will take her place as one of the elite female 
hockey players in the world. ' 

The United States Women’s Hockey Team will be among the 
top gold medal contenders at the 2014 Winter Olympics, but 
before the squad left for Sochi on Feb. 1, it’s prepped for the 
Games by taking to the ice in scrimmages against New 
England high school boys teams. Those scrimmages featured a 
3-1 loss to the Salisbury School in Connecticut, a 2-1 win over 
the Taft School in Connecticut, and a 5-2 win over Saint 
Sebastian in Needham. “I think every day we’re getting better 
and better,” said Carpenter, a forward on the team. 

Born in 1994, Alexandra “Alex” Carpenter will be just 20 
years old in April, but she’s already had an illustrious ice hock- 
ey career. Born in North Reading, Alex moved with her family 
to Morristown, New Jersey as a child. She is the daughter of 
former NHL player Bobby Carpenter who played 18 seasons at 
the NHL level, including four seasons for the Boston Bruins. He 
skated for the NJ Devils between 1993 and 1999. It was during

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his time with the Devils that he would help the team win their 
first Stanley Cup in the lockout-shortened 1994-95 NHL season. 
After retirement, Bobby Carpenter stayed on as an assistant 
coach, winning two more cups with New Jersey in 2000 and 2003. 
He even brought the Stanley Cup to Red Oaks in 2003. 


While living in New Jersey, Alex became the first girl in 25 
years to play softball in the Morristown Little League and was 
the first girl to ever play as a 10-year-old. She-played pitcher, 
catcher and shortstop positions. She also started playing hock- 
ey. By her middle school years, Alex was following firmly in her 
father’s footsteps playing with a male hockey team that includ- 
ed her younger brother Robert 'Bobo' Carpenter. She attended 
high school at The Governor's Academy, in South Byfield, 
Massachusetts, where she played for USA Hockey, the govern- 
ing body of amateur level.hockey, in a program for high school 
girls called the “U18” program - for players under 18. . 

In the fall of 2013 Alex headed for Boston College to skate 
with the Boston College Eagles women's ice hockey program, 
where she distinguished herself and attracted the attention of 
Olympic hockey officials. 

When Carpenter headed to BC last fall she was joining other 
locals including Senior forward Amanda Movsessian from 
Woburn and Assistant Coach Courtney Kennedy from Woburn. 

An article written last spring for Boston College Magazine 
talks about Carpenter’s rise within the USA Hockey ranks, 
arrival at BC, and her bid for the Olympic team, training and 
qualifying at the Olympic Training Center in Lake Placid along 
with fellow BC student and player Haley Skarupa. 

When the national team roster was announced, it included 
Alex Carpenter but not Haley Skarupa. 

In USA Hockey Magazine Alex is quoted, “It was an honor to 
be putting the Team USA jersey over my head,” she says. “It’s 
really what every athlete in the U.S. dreams of.”

ings. Preventing archrival Canada from winning a fourth con-. 
secutive gold medal also is a motivating factor for the 
Americans, especially after the Canadians defeated the United . 
States in the gold medal game at the 2010 Vancouver Olympics. 

The United States won the first gold medal in women’s ice 
hockey when the sport was added to the Olympics for the 1998 
Nagano Games. Since then, the American women have won sil- 
ver in Salt Lake City, bronze in Turin and silver in Vancouver. 
But with many other medal contenders showing improvement 
over the last four years, a second consecutive berth in the gold 
medal game is anything but guaranteed. —

“THE WOLF OF WALL STREET” stars Leonardo 
DiCaprio as the guide and narrator who takes us from 
personal innocence into a dangerously enticing world 
filled with extravagance and excess.

STREET”

The romp known as The 
Wolf of Wall Street seems to be 
several movies at once. 

The newest release from 
director Martin Scorsese 
takes three hours to tell the 
reportedly true story of a 
flamboyant, — philandering, 
drug-addled con man. Like the 
character’s own rise and fall, 
however, Wolf is much more 
fun when climbing the heights 
than it is during that tricky 
descent into oblivion. 

Anyone familiar with 
Scorsese’s 1990 Goodfellas will 
recognize most of the story 
are of Wolf. As the surprising- 
ly funny first half builds with 
blazing energy, Jordan Belfort 
(Leonardo DiCaprio) serves 
as the guide and narrator, tak- 
ing us from pérsonal inno- 
cence into a dangerously 
enticing world filled with 
extravagance and exceptional 
excesses. 

In defining and chronicling 
Belfort’s surrender to greed, 
sex, drugs and shady stock 
dealing, Scorsese delivers 
sequences of excess that go 
beyond the Fellini-esque and 
become virtually Caligula- 
esque. Belfort welcomes any- 
thing and anyone who will 
help him grow richer and or 
get higher. 

- Wolf grounds its story, with 
screenplay from Sopranos vet- 


eran Terence Winter based on 
a book from Belfort. Our nar- 
rator begins his career with 
another alcoholic, drug- 
addicted broker, Mark Hanna 
(hilariously played _ by 
Matthew McConaughey), 
almost just as the stock mar- 
ket crashes on Black Monday 
in 1987. After brief period of 
unemployment, Belfort finds 
himself at a Long Island 
“Boiler Room” operation 
pushing penny stocks. 

But a quick success vaults 
him into his own firm as he 
surrounds himself with a 
group of equally unethical 
acolytes, including Jonah Hill 
and Jon Bernthal. Along the 
way, Belfort abandons one 
wife (Cristin Milioti) for 
another (Margot Robbie), 
while buying outrageous new 
homes and-yachts and throw- 
ing over-the-top parties, all 
captured in garish detail by 
Scorsese. 

Although. filled with an 
impressive roster of support- 
ing actors, Wolf really seems 
only to feature DiCaprio. He’s 
constantly on screen, scream- 
ing, ingesting drugs, romanc- 
ing a woman, conning some- 
one on the phone — and hit- 
ting the highs and lows that 
would appeal to. any actor. 

But after a while, even 
DiCaprio’s magic can’t bring 
life to a rambling second act. 
It’s as though Scorsese got 
tired of the project, and just 
let things play out..

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“HER” 
(GRADE: *** 


Spike Jonze’s “Her” is the 
year’s most audacious film: a 
movie whose best (and 
longest) moments are simply 
dialogue between two lovers, 
figuring out their feelings 
about themselves and each 
other - except that, in “Her,” 
we only see one of those peo- 
ple: Theodore Twombly, 
played by Joaquin Phoenix. 
We experience the entire rela- 
tionship through his face - 
and her voice. 

It helps that her voice - 
and her name is Samantha, 
by the way - is provided by 
Scarlett Johansson. She is the 
voice of the next step in oper- 
ating systems, or OS’s. She’s 
not just Siri - she’s Siri with a 
growing IQ, access to all the 
information in the world and 
the ability to assimilate it and 
synthesize it. And then, even- 
tually, to have feelings about 
it. 


Theodore, a obviously well- 


paid writer at a company 
called Beautiful Handwritten 
Letters.com, has no luck with 
the ladies. He’s upser after a 
break-up, convinced he’s 
doomed to a life of solitude. 

Then he installs Samantha 
and she not only organizes his 
life - she gets him, in a way 
that no one ever has gotten 
him. And she needs him as 
well, to have an existence that 
somehow transcends the phys- 
ical boundary separating 
them. 

That, indeed, is the whole 
story of this film: A man falls 
in love with an OS, who could 
potentially be the perfect girl- 
friend (except for that one 
small drawback). And it hap- 
pens at a moment in the 
future in which every other 
kind of relationship seems so 
fraught with. the unpre- 
dictability. of,.emotion, that 
Samantha feels welcome and 
loving. 

Or is it that she doesn’t 
need that much from him 
emotionally, which is appar™ 
ently a problem he has,. any- 
way? But if she has conscious- 
ness and feelings, is she truly 
artificial intelligence? 

Jonze’s satire on relation- 
ships helps us buy into 
Theodore’s happiness. He 
feels a genuine connection 
with this voice. It may still be 
too soon for society to accept 
the idea, though some of his 
friends are supportive. 

Johannson is never seen, 
but you certainly do feel her. 
She gives real weight to 
Samantha, a character who is 
more than a concept or a bit 
of coding. 

“Her” is a daring piece of 
work, one that may ultimately 
go on too long, but has the 
courage of its convictions. It 
turns what could have been a 
one-joke movie into some- 
thing much deeper and more 
emotionally thoughtful.

The number of recorded heroin overdose deaths nearly dou- 

‘bled from 1,842 in 2000 to 3,036 in 2010, according to the most 
recent statistics available from the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention. Heroin deaths still account for a relatively 
small percentage of total drug overdose deaths: only about 10 
percent in 2010, for example. 

Last month, the governor of Vermont devoted almost his 
entire State of the State address to the state's heroin problem, 
calling on the Legislature to pass laws encouraging treatment 
and_seek ideas on the best way to prevent people from becom- 
ing addicted. 

The striking thing about heroin's most recent incarnation is 
that a drug that was once largely confined to major cities is 
spreading into suburban and rural towns across America, 
where it is used predominantly by young adults between the 

‘ages of 18 and 29, said Jim Hall, an epidemiologist who studies 
substance abuse at Nova Southeastern University in Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla. 

“"We haven't really seen something this rapid since probably 
the spread of cocaine and crack in the mid-1980s," Hall said. 

‘The very first American heroin users in the early 20th centu- 
ry were white, working-class residents of New York City, which 
was the epicenter of heroin use for much of the century and the 
key entry point to the U.S. market. 

Heroin is processed from morphine, which itself is derived 
from the opium poppy. It originated in inner-city Chinese opium 
dens ‘in the late 1800s, when people switched from opium smok- 
ing to heroin because it was much easier to smuggle. The drug 
was even marketed by the Bayer Co. in 1898 as the "wonder 
drug" of the arriving 20th century, sold as a cure for the wrack- 

.ing cough caused by tuberculosis. 

_ Schneider said after World War II, heroin became a drug pri- 
marily used by blacks and Puerto Ricans in the Northeast and 
by Mexican Americans in the West. In the late 1960s, at the 
height of the hippie drug experimentation era, there was a 
\surge of heroin use among young white people in New York's 
-East: Village and in San Francisco's Haight-Ashbury district.

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These foods may help prevent cancer 


Cancer is a potentially deadly dis- 
ease that does not discriminate based 
on a person's age, sex, ethnicity, or 
social status. Though anyone can get 
cancer, the National Institute on Aging 
notes that a person's risk of getting 
cancer increases with age, even if that 
person has no family history of cancer. 
That reality highlights the importance 
of routine cancer screenings for men 
and women age 50 and older. 


While screenings are an important 
part of detecting and treating cancer, 
those over 50 should know they can 


take certain measures to possibly pre-. 


vent the onset of cancer. For example, 


including certain foods as part of a | 


regular diet may.be effective at pre- 
venting cancer. Though there's no way 
to guarantee a person won't get can- 
cer, the following foods may help lower 
the risk. 


* Blueberries: Blueberries may help 
prevent the onset of neck and mouth 
cancers. That's because blueberries 
are rich in antioxidants, which the 
American Institute for Cancer 
Research notes can protect cells from 
being damaged: 


* Coffee: Though studies about the 
efficacy of coffee as a potentially pre- 
ventive agent against cancer are ongo- 
ing, some studies have found that both 
caffeinated and decaffeinated coffee 
can lower a person's risk of developing 
colon, endometrial and prostate can- 
cer. 


* Whole grains: Whole grains can 
help men and women control their 
weight, as they are lower in calories 
than more traditional options. But 
studies have shown that whole grains, 
which can be found in whole-grain and 
whole-wheat pastas, can also reduce 


your risk of colon cancer. 


* Tomatoes: Tomatoes are loaded 
with lycopene, a carotenoid that 
numerous studies have indicated can 
reduce incidence of cancer, cardiovas- 
cular disease and macular degenera- 
tion. These studies have based their 
findings on tomato consumption ,and 
not on the use of lycopene supple- 
ments, which may or may not be effec- 
tive at preventing cancer. Cooked 
tomatoes can improve the body's abil- 
ity to absorb lycopene, further enhanc- 
ing its ability to protect the body 
against cancer. i 


* Fatty fish: Fatty fish, including 
salmon, that is full of omega-3 fatty 
acids has been linked to a host medical 
benefits, including lowering a person's 
risk of cancer and heart disease. ,

Shedding pounds after 50 


Losing some weight is a goal for many people regardless 
of age. While youngsters and young adults might be able to 
get away with a few extra pounds without suffering any sig- 
nificant consequences, older adults carrying some extra 
weight might be putting their overall health at considerable 
risk. 

Shedding weight after the age of 50 is not always easy. 
As a person ages, muscle mass tends to dwindle while body 
fat has a tendency to increase. Since fat burns fewer calo- 
ries than muscle, weight gain as.a person ages is bound to 
happen. But that doesn't mean such weight gain is 
inevitable. In fact, men and women willing to make certain 
changes with regard to diet and exercise can shed pounds 
after 50 while preventing future weight gain. 


Diet 


Men and women need fewer calories as they age. For 
example, men and women in their 40s may need as many 
as 200 calories more per day than they will when they 
reach their 50s. Counting calories might seem difficult, so 
men and women in their 50s and.older who don't think they 
can count calories can try to eat more low-calorie foods 
like fruits, vegetables and whole grains. 


Consuming fewer calories often requires changing 
dietary habits, not only with regard to what you're eating 
but also how you're eating and even how you shop for food. 
Men and women used to dining out for lunch every day can 
start bringing their own lunches so they can gain greater 
control of their daily caloric intake. For those who find 
they're frequently too exhausted to cook each night, they 
can prepare meals in advance to have healthy, homemade 
meals waiting instead of always ordering takeout or deliv- 
ery. When shopping for food, people should avoid doing so 
on an empty stomach so they're less inclined to buy 
unhealthy snacks. 


Exercise 


Exercise is another essential component to shedding 
pounds after 50, though men and women over 50, should 
always consult a physician before they begin a new exer- 
cise regimen. The Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention points out that regular exercise can help older 
men and women prevent the onset of a host of ailments, 
including heart disease and diabetes. In addition, the CDC 


’ notes that regular physical activity as one ages helps mus- 


cles grow stronger, which increases the chances that an 
individual will be able to perform necessary daily activi- 
ties without the assistance of 
others. Maintaining that 


independence into older adulthood is a goal for many men 
and women, and it's a goal that's far more realistic for men 
and women who exercise than it is for those who don't. - 
When coupled with a healthy, low-calorie diet, routine 
exercise can help men and women over 50 shed extra 
weight and keep the weight off once it's gone. According to 
the CDC, older adults need at least 2 hours and 30 minutes 
of moderate-intensity aerobic activity, such as brisk walk- 
ing, every week and muscle-strengthening activities on 2 
more days a week. These muscle-strengthening activities 
should work all the major muscle groups, including the 
legs, hips, back, abdomen, chest, shoulders, and arms. 
Muscle-strengthening activities include lifting weights, 
working out with resistance bands, exercise such as push- 
ups and sit-ups that use body weight for resistance, and 
yoga. Even gardening that involves digging and shoveling 
can be considered a muscle-strengthening activity.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
US. home prices slipped from 
November to December, and 
the -year-over-year increase 
slowed, likely a result of weak- 
er Sales at the end of last year. 

Real estate data provider 
CoreLogic said Tuesday that 
prices dipped 0.1 percent in 
December. It was the third 
straight month-to-month drop. 
Home prices had risen for 
eight straight months through 
September. 

‘For all of 2013, prices rose 
a healthy 11 percent. That was 
roughly equal to the 11.4 per- 
cent, price increase for the 12 
months that ended — in 
November.

A one- to two- 
month lag usually exists 
between a signed contract and 
a completed sale. 


Higher mortgage - rates 
have disrupted housing's 
recovery. Rates rose a full 
percentage” point over the 
‘summer as __ speculation 
mounted that the Federal 
Resérve - would soon wind 
down: an $85-billion-a-month 
bond purchase program. The 
bond buying was intended to 
boost growth. 


The Fed pared its purchas- 
es to $75 billion in January, 
and at the end of the month it 
said it would reduce them fur- 
ther, to $65 billion, this month. 
Fed officials said.the economy 
was improving sufficiently to 
slowly reduce it stimulus. 

The average rate on a 30- 
year mortgage fell to 4.32 per- 
cent last week, according to 
mortgage buyer Freddie Mac. 
That's still low by historical 
standards. 


Despite the slowdown in 
the second half of last year, 
home sales totaled nearly 5.1 
million in 2013, the strongest 
showing since 2006. That's not 
far from the annual pace of 5.5 
million that analysts say is 
consistent with ‘a healthy 
housing market. 

Most economists expect 
sales and prices to keep rising 
this year, but at a slower pace. 
They forecast that both will 
likely rise around 5 percent, 
down from double-digit ‘gains 


in 2013. 


Steady job gains are put- 
ting more people to work and 
enabling them to buy a home. 
And’ rising prices should 
encourage more owners to sell 
their homes. A larger supply 
of available homes would like- 
ly boost sales.
